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day for about three minutes. They 
were also supposed to have stopped 
for about half a minute the uext 
day; but this is much doubted. 
Since that time they have been 
known once to cease ringing. On 
t«e 15th of April, the closet where 
they are placed was opened, when 



the clapper was observed to vibrate 
with velocity. It is thought the loud- 
ness of the" sound is considerable 
eucreased of late; also that the 
vibrations of the clapper are quicker 
than wlien the apparatus was put in- 
to the closet on the 23d of March.
